The Complete History of One of the 
moat Dartaa; Forgeries That Was 
Brer Perpetrated, Althou K h 
a BunKllnc A flair. 



New York, Aug. 18.— The l.mg-delaye.i 
expose, by U. 8. Commissioner John I. DAT- 
enport, of the Morey letter is now published 
It makes a book of oae hundred and flflv 
page* It is largely made up of fnc similes ol 
documents showing the forgery in ite various 
fonns. The narrative it only a brief i.iart of 
the whole volume. 

The book sets forth that the person who 
actually penned the forged More y letter was u 
lawyer of this city named Henry H. Hadley. 
Davenport describee him as a manipulator of 
insurance) companies of doubtful character, 
and of other matters equally precarious, with 
innate love of intrigue, and with a craving 
for notoriety, and an unconquerable desire t< 
dip into politics and to correspond with pub 
lie men. He quotes from his letters to show 
he was always a Democrat, though at tin 
time of the commission of the forgery he was 
Secretary of the Hancock Republican Associ 
atlon, in the roon s of which the forgery was 
committed, on or about Octelier g, I ISO, The 
forgery, according to Hadley's artliaaslfail 
and confirmatory evident collected by Dav 
enport, was originally in the form of an ex- 
tract from a supposed interview with Oencrai 
Garfield. 

Davenport possessed himself of one thou- 
sand letters written by Hadley between ls.7.1 
and 187V, ami fluds all the itfrHngtatthltlg 
marks of orthography and caligraphv alike 
in them and the forged letter. Hadley a! 
ways misspelled the word "religiously" as ii 
was missixOlod in the forged latter, and all 
nouns ending in "ics," such as "companies," 

us lhc word 'Voinp-inys" appears in the 
forged letter, 

In Ins , .imine correspondence Hadley In- 
variable dotted the letter "r" when it oc- 
curred in a word containing an "i" as in the 
signature to the forged letter. Hundreds of 
fac simile reproductions prove this conclusive- 
ly. It was on the display of this evidence of 
his guilt that Hadley confessed his part in the 
crime. 

Hadley admits that he wrote the, name of

BOUNT IFUL HAR VESTS. 

MIlfHrkSOTA AJ»D DAKOTA. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 18.— Harvest ti 
hi progress all over the Northwest, and th« 
work is being pushed at it never was before. 
Reports from all point* on the Manitoba road 
■ar harvest ia well until r way, exoept in tbe 
extreme North, where work will generally 
bagja next weak. The grain is turning out 
well, and estimates of wheat place the aver- 
age yield at sixteen to twenty bushels In 
some places twenty-five and even thirty 
bushels are reported. On the Breckinridge 
Division about four-fitths of the wheat is in 
shock. A report from Aurora, Dakota, says 
Hohert Curry', of that place, thrashed twenty 
aeres of rye which gave thirty-four bushels to 
the acre.

The 
yield is said to run from twenty-four to 
twenty-eight bushels to the acre. Oats, both 
in quality and quantity, were never better.

Montgomery- Wheat and oats all cut Com 
s doing well. Potatoes frill be a big crop 

Ogden— Oats are yielding from thirty to 
thirty-five bushels and wheat from fifteen to 
twenty bushels per acre. 

ILLINOIS. 

Pairbcrv, 111., Aug. 18.— The indications 
here are now exceedingly favorable for a 
very bountiful return to the farmers this fall 
Corn never looked better than at present, and 
If it is permitted to mature unmolested by 
frost or other disaster the yield will soon put 
new life into business transactions and make 
the marts of travel hum with activity.
